DISBARRING SPANIARDS. 

American Regulations Substituted For 
Those of Spain by Manila Court. 

Manila, July 20.— An order hns been 
issued regulating practice before the 
court, and substituting the American for 
the Spanish regulations in many import- 
ant respects. Members of the bar must 
be residents of the island, Members ot 
the American bar are eligible. The 
order gives the court sole power to deter- 
mine the qualifications of attorney, 
which heretofore bus been a function of 
the bar association, and the church 
schools have controlled admissions to 
the bar. The changes outlined have 
been made in accordance with the wishes 
of the Filipinos, and disappoint the 
Spaniards, who petitioned to be admit- 
ted to the bar without renouncing allegi- 
ance to Spain. 



WEATHER INTERFERING. 

Floods In the Philippines Put a Stop to 
the American Campaign. 

Washington, July 20.— The following 
despatch has been received at the war 
department: 

" Manila, July 20.— The Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, Washington, D. C: Storms still 
prevailing; barometer rising, indicating 
improving weather conditions. Average 
rainfall July, several years, 14% inches; 
ft,r 20 days now closed, '41 inches. Coun- 
try Hooded. Troops on outposts have 
suffered, and former lines of communi- 
cation cut in some instances, not serious. 
No material increase in sickness report- 
ed. Telegraph communication maintained 
to San Fernandino and nearly all other 
points. Unable yet to coal returning 
transports. (Sd.) Otis." 



Not Ready for the Rush Occa- 
sioned by the Garonne 
— Van-Anda Smelter. 



Vancouver, July 20.— There was an- 
other very auhunted scene at the C. P. 
R. station yesterday, as the treasure 
from the Garonne was being transferred 
from the wharf to the train. The un- 
loading of the Ltippey party's gold was a 
unique scene. The boys walked around 
the wagon in short circles, with revolv- 
ers sticking from their belts, as a cool 
half a million dollars in dust was being 
loaded into the express wagon. The 
Bank of Commerce also transferred in 
Mr. Campion's charge $1,000,000 in dust 
in boxes, each containing -1,000 ounces. 
This gold went direct to Seattle. The 
mixed train that pulled out of the depot 
yesterday was probably the richest that 
has ever left here. There was $2,000,- 
000 in the mail car alone, surrounded by 
three armed men, while the 250 miners 
who occuped the coaches carried another 
million in drafts and gold dust. Van- 
couver did a .roaring business with the 
000 Klondikors let loose on her streets. 
They wanted the best of everything, 
nnd were angry when they could not 
find it in stock. The gentlemen's fur- 
nishing stores and boot and shoe stores 
did the big share of the trade, but the 
merchants were unprepared for the 
rush. 

Encouraging news continues to come 
in from Atlin. Mr. Thomas Dunn hns 
received word that a miner named A. 
Blekinsop took 197 ounces from his 
claim in ten days. Some 73 ounces of 
Atlin gold has reached the Coast. 

Mr. Treat, or the Van Anda mine, 
.arrived from Texada Island last night 
with samples of the matte turned out 
by the Van Anda smelter. The smel- 
ter has been running perfectly since Sat- 
urday evening, and between 50 and 00 
tons of ore per day are being treated. 
The ore assayed at $50 a ton and re- 
turns that in the smelter. The sample 
of mattejnade a showing of $3,000 for 
a day's run. Early in August the first 
shipment of matte will be made to New- 
York. There are now 2,500 tons of ore 
at the smelter. The company now em- 
ploys 130 men, and several of the Coast 
mines are commencing to ship to the 
smelter. 

The government assay ofllce was very 
busy yesterday with Garonne passen- 
gers. During the day 24 different lots 
of gold was received, weighing in nil 
•I, S00 ounces. During the day $20,000 
was bricked up for customers.

The Hague, July 20.— The first com- 
mittee of the International Peace Con 
ference mot to-day. M. Vankarnebeck, 
representing Holland, submitted amend 
meuts to the report of Count Muravieff s 
circular but expressing the desire that 
the remaining three points be made th 
subject of a formal convention. A long 
discussion followed after which the com- 
mittee unanimously supported the pro 
hibition of firing explosives from bal- 
loons. The delegates of the United 
States and Great Britain voted against 
the prohibition of the use of asphyxi- 
ating gas and the expansive bullets. The 
American delegates explained that they 
voted with the British delegation on the 
subject of expansive bullets because they 
did not wish to modify their objection to 
any kind of restriction upon the produc- 
tion of war material. Captain Mahan 
nnd Sir Julian Pauncefote finally moved 
the suppression of the clause and pro- 
posed a formal conference on the other 
three points of Muruvieff's circular. This 
was agreed to and the amended report 
was submitted to the mil conference to- 
morrow, when it will be decided whether 
the conclusion of a convention on the 
disputed points is possible. 

The third committee adopted the 34 
articles of the arbitration scheme with 
the exception of the five clauses relating 
to international courts of inquiry, action 
on which awaits the result of instruc- 
tions front the Roumanian and Servian 
governments to their delegates. An ef- 
fort was made to obtain the substitution 
in article 27 of the words "deem it 
useful" for the phrase "consider it their 
duty," but Mr. Holls, secretary of the 
American delegation, and Dr. Zorn, one 
of the (ielegates, vigorously defended the 
original reading, which was adopted 
unanimously. 

A fresh conference for adapting to 
naval warfare the Geneva convention of 
1S04 will also be submitted to the con- 
ference to-morrow-

The 
meetings were held at the corner of 
Delaware and Market streets, where are 
located the Epworth tent and Tmnlinsori 
hall, with a capacity of 7,000, and were 
well filled. Governor James A. Mount 
welcomed the convention on behalf of 
Indiana, and Eli I'\ Hitter followed on 
behalf of the city of Indianapolis.

Charles O- Jones, of Bristol, Teun., for 
the Methodist Episcopal church south;

New York, July 20. — A Washington 
despatch to the Herald says: 

As a result of a conference between 
Secretary Hay nnd Senator Fairbanks 
Wednesday afternoon, the United States 
will not withdraw one fool from the line 
it has fixed in the negotiations with 
Great Britain as to the boundary line 
between Alaska and Canada. Much de- 
pended upon the character of the report 
which Senator Fairbanks made to the 
Secretary of state. As a senator, and 
as a member of the joint high commis- 
sion, his conclusions after his investi- 
gation in Alaska are of a highly import- 
int 'character. The Senator reported 
the situation with respect to the miners 
as satisfactory, but ho has 7 changed his 
views totally with respect to the disput- 
ed territory, and now holds that it is to 
the interest of this government, as well 
as. the . inhabitauts of the territory, to 
maintain its position. It is understood 
a meeting of the American rvnnlun-s ,of 
the- commission who are in Washington 
will be held to-morrow, when the en- 
tire negotiations will be gone over and 
the final decision of the United States 
reached, not only with respect to the 
Alaskan question, but with reference to 
the various other matters in dispute be- 
tween the United States and Canada. 
Just what will be the result of the dis- 
pute cannot be said, but an official who 
talked remarked thnt it was well for 
the friendly relations between two gov- 
ernments that a solid framework of 
amicability supported them before the 
boundary negotiations commenced. 

Following the conference between Mr. 
Fairbanks nnd Secretary Hay, as well 
is with the President, despatches have 
been exchanged between the British and 
Canadian authorities and those in Wash- 
ington. Already it is assured, practic- 
ally beyond a doubt, that the commis- 
sion will not resume its sessions at Que- 
bec on the 2nd of next month, to which 
time it was adjourned, but that its re- 
assembling will be late in the fall, if the 
negotiations reach a stage that a contin- 
ual commission seems desirable. 

Thus far the boundary question ap- 
pears to be the great stuml ling block. 
This lack of agreement has continued so 
long that those in a position to judge 
the situation intelligently, while they 
Have not despaired of an adjustment, 
frankly admit: that the negotiations con- 
tinue lo be in a critical state. When 
seen to-day Mr. Fairbanks would not 
discuss the future of the commission, 
or any of the interim 1 phases of the sub- 
ject. The Senator had another confer- 
ence with Secretary Hay this morning, 
and also called at the war department. 
Notwithstanding a rapid change of tele- 
grams during the day between Senator 
Fairbanks in this city and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier at Ottawa, at the close of office 
hours no arrangement: had been reached 
as to the programme of the joint high 
commission. Some interest attaches to 
this apparent transfer of the negotia- 
tions from the hands of Messrs. Choate 
and Lord Salisbury in London to Sen- 
ator Fairbanks and Sir Wilfrid Laurie."

hope of a reassembling of the commis- 
sion.

DYNAMITERS CONDEMNED. 

Labor Unions Offer a Reward For Proof 
That It Was the Work 
of Strikers. 

New York, July 20.— General Master 
Workman Parsons to-day offered a re- 
ward of $500 for any legal proof that 
legitimate .strikers had engaged in vio- 
lence against human life, such as the 
use of dynamite or other proceedings. 
He said: 

"I condemn most emphatically the 
blowing up of the L structure in Brook- 
lyn. If done by strikers, the guilty ones 
will be repudiated by the organization. 
This savors much, however, of the old 
tactics employed by companies in former 
strikes to create public sympathy. This 
not a far-fetched idea. I have no 
doubt that every extreme will be resort- 
ed to, iu order to apparently justify the 
calling out of the state troops to assist, 
in enabling these companies to evade the 
law." 

William Askley, employed as an inves- 
tigator by the Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
Company, made an affidavit to-day, in 
which he said he bad attended a meet- 
ing of the strikers late Monday night, at 
which the statement was made that un- 
less the elevated people joined the strik- 
ers they would purchase dynamite and 
blow up the elevated structure. Askley 
affirms that sixteen- men arrested this 
morning were at the meeting and en- 
dorsed the suggestion with shouts, lhe 
police claim they have evidence that, 
these men purchased the dynamite used 
this morning. ' 

President Rossiter has offered $1,000 
reward for the arrest nnd conviction of 
one or more of the dynnmiters.

Has Not Much Confidence in the 
Reported Finds at Cape 
Nome. 



H. F. W. Behnsen, of No. 2 Centre 
street, who was formerly in business iu 
this city, and ..who was among the first 
to go to the Klondike when the excite- 
ment broke out, was one of the passen- 
gers arriving on the Garonne, and 
came over from Vancouver on the 
Islander last night. Mr. Behnsen was 
in the Klondike for two years, having 
left here on July 2S, ISO", and is not 
very enthusiastic over the northern 
country, although lie docs not deny that 
there is much gold there. 

" All the good claims were staked oft" 
before 1 reached Dawson City," said 
Mr. Behnsen last night," and what new 
creeks are being discovered now all turn 
out to be very low grade. 1 staked off 
live different claims while there, and 
found gold in every one, but not iu pay- 
ing quantities' There are fully a 
thousand men in Dawson City who are 
penniless, and want to come home but 
have no money with which to pay for 
transportation. It is really pitiful to see 
the men rush to the places where new 
discoveries are being made, stake their 
tents and then go out and ask for work. 
There are over 200 men for every job, 
and wages are only $1 an hour this 
year, while last season a man could 
command .$1.50 an hour for labor. 

•' I was at St. Michael for two weeks 
before the Garonne sailed, and intended 
to join the stampede to Cape Nome 
when the discoveries were tirst an- 
nounced, but was inclined to be .super- 
stitious, and stayed back. One man 
at St. Michael offered a party who 
brought the news of the gold finds at 
Capo" Nome to St. Michael, and who 
was reported to have $10,000 in gold 
dust in his possession which was mined 
at Cape Nome, #o0 for an ounce if he 
would produce it, but the man could not 
no so. All of the good claims at Cape 
Nome have been staked off by the trans- 
portation companies, through powers of 
attorney, and one must now go bad: 
on the. mountain side to get a location. 
There is no wood or coal at Cape Nome, 
and the place is as barren as a tluor. 
Driftwood is the only thing used for 
fuel, and that is a scarce article. Coal 
and wood are uow brought from St. 
Michael to keep the suffering people 
who are there warm. 

"All the Victoria people I saw in the 
Klondike are well, and have enough 
money to come home when they want to. 

" There has been considerable specula- 
tion as to the amount of gold that was 
mined in the Yukon last winter, but a 
canvass was made of all the creeks of 
any importance, and $15,000,000 is the 
amount that was found to be a careful 
estimate. 

"A rich quartz ledge was found on 
the White Owl mine on No. OS Hunker 
creak, a few days before 1 left. It was 
58 feet below the surface, and has 
chunks of gold as large as peas abund 
antly scattered in white rock. An assay 
had not been made of it, but it is 
thought it will reach away up in the 
thousands." 

Mr. Behnsen has not yet decided 
whether he will return to the Klondike 
or remain in Victoria.

AFTER MFE'S FITFUL PDVBB. 

Dixi II. ltoss Passes From the Scenes 
of a Useful and Active Life. 

The news that Dixi II. Boss, the Gov- 
ernment -street merchant, has passed 
from the scenes of a useful and active 
life, will come as a personal grief to 
very many in Victoria, The shock is the 
more severe because it is altogether un- 
expected, for while -the majority of the 
late Mr. Itosa' many acquaintances 
were aware that he was in ill health, 
very few anticipated that, his malady 
would have so speedy and so terrible an 
ending. 

Mr. Ross had for some time past, been 
a victim of kidney trouble, the complica- 
tions multiplying until an operation was 
decided upon as absolutely necessary — a 
forlorn hope to save. The operation 
was performed on Wednesday afternoon 
by Dr. Davie, but the constitution of 
the pjitieut was not sufficiently strong 
to sustain the heavy demands upon it. 
The cud came yesterday, the deceased 
having been removed to his home on 
Hillside avenue, Where a family of three 
—a widow, one son and a daughter— are 
plunged into mourning. The funeral is 
arranged to take place to-morrow after- 
noon, the Masonic order, of which Air. 
Hoss was a veteran member, having 
charge of the arrangements. 

The late Dixi II. ltoss was one of the 
pioneer business men of the city, with 
which all his manhood bus been identi- 
fied. He was a son of the late Hon. 
A. D. Hoss, of Cambridge Springs, Pa., 
at which place he was bom on March 
11, lS51i, and where he grew up to man- 
hood. In 1870 the Cariboo gold excite- 
ment drew him westward, Cariboo first 
claiming him as a citizen. On the subsi- 
dence of the Cariboo excitement Mr. 
Koss came to Victoria, to engage in the 
retail grocery business in partnership 
with .1. Cameron, and afterwards 
with Mr. Neufelder, subsequently con- 
ducting the business in his own name, 
and latterly under the linn name of Dixi 
II. Ross & Co. 

A business man first, last and all the 
time, he declined all overtures looking 
toward his engagement in public affairs, 
being at the time of his demise the head 
of the business he had created and de- 
veloped into one of the largest retail con- 
cerns of the city and province. His 
loss will be keenly felt by many outside 
of the relatives immediately bereaved 
by his demise, for he wns a man of 
large and unostentatious charity — a man 
of deeds, not words— whose heart was 
always warm to the cry of distress, and 
whose pocket- answered its demands.

PARTY LINES. . 

Arguing for party Hues in local poli- 
tics, the Vancouver World says that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier wants them drawn. So 
does Sir Hibbort Tupper; but, with till 
respect to these gentlemen, we are in- 
clined to think that their wishes are 
rather in the nature of an argument 
aguinst the proposed innovation. Sir 
Wilfrid and Sir Hibbert naturally re- 
gard the matter from their own stand- 
point. Anything that will tend to ce- 
ment nil agencies in an eSort to ad- 
vance the interests of their respective 
parties will meet with support from 
them. This is because they subordinate 
provincial interests to those of the Do- 
minion. But no such subordinate rela- 
tion exists, The present session of par- 
liament is drawing to a close. Will the 
World or some other advocate of party 
lines tell us in what respect the legis- 
lation at Ottawa and the contention be- 
tween parties there come so much morn' 
closely home to the people of British Co- 
lombia than the transactions of our own 
legislature, that we should give them a 
place in our consideration which will 
make them overshadow provincial poli- 
tics? The World nsk^the Colonist why 
it has changed its views since last Sep- 
tember. The Colonist has not changed 
Us views. After the Conservative con- 
vention in Vancouver, at which a reso- 
lution was adopted favoring the intro- 
duction of party lines at the next gen- 
eral election, the Colonist gave a quali- 
fied endorsement to the proposal, saying 
that it did so only because there seemed 
to be no other way out of the rut into 
which local politics had fallen. But the 
times have changed, and public opinion 
has changed with the times. A session 
of the legislature has intervened, and 
the legislation of that session and the 
acts of administration before and since 
have demonstrated that what the prov- 
ince needs is a government and legisla 
ture composed of the best available men, 
who will give us administration and leg- 
islation based upon sound business prin 
ciples. Provincial politics can be placed 
on this higher level by taking advan- 
tage of the very strong current of public 
opinion, and this is why we think that 
a resort to party lines, which seemed 
inevitable a year ago, is unnecessary 
now. 



THE COMING CAUCUS. 

People are beginning to talk about the 
coming government caucus, at which the 
'Premier is to learn whether or not ho 
has the confidence of his own party. 
Some people wonder if the- gentle Joseph 
will he there, and if so what sort of 
things he will have in his inside pocket 
or elsewhere Cor the illumination of the 
faithful. Of course he will be there. 
He was not overlooked when the distri- 
bution of doggedness was in progress, 
nad if any one wants to find him when 
the caucus is in session they will ho 
likely to find him in the room where the 
caucus meets. Will he read the riot act 
to Mr. Seinlha after the style of his pub- 
lished letter? Will lie have a certain 
alleged " deliberately falsified " docu- 
ment to prove his case against Mr. Cot- 
ton? Or is it likely, as is whispered 
hero and there, that these two heroes of 
Headman's Island will fall into each 
other's anus and embrace to the delight 
of all and sundry the rank and file? If 
the latter is what shall take place, what 
will be the feelings of sundry gentlemen 
on the government side who fancied they 
saw cabinet positions yawning to engulf 
them? What will the rest of the party 
do in such a disgraceful emergency? 
Presumably the caucus will be held he- 
hind closed doors," but Mr. Semlin will 
nittko the mistake of his life if he fails 
to hare a. klnetoscope at hand, for a re- 



production of the scenes with a phono- 
graphic attachment would sell for 
enough to make him secure on Easy 
Street for the balance of his days, no 
matter how soon he may resign the 
luxury of office. If the caucus were held 
in the theatre, " Standing Boom. Only " 
would have to be hung early in Mie day 
if the tickets were $5 each. The event 
will be unique, as unique as the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor's want of confidence 
speech at Bennett. And by the way, 
will Mr. Semlin bring that up at 
the caucus and tell his supporters 
that they must get ready to eat 
all their brave words of last session? 
Or will he tell them that if the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor proposes to strike out on 
a policy of his own, he must find au 
other first minister? 

THE"pitEMIKR'S SALARY. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier's statement as to 
his private affairs, called forth by Mr. 
Taylor's regrettable reference to them, 
leads the Montreal Gazette to say that 
the salary of premier ought to be in- 
creased. It is now $8,000, which is not 
nearly as much as a man lit for the po 
sition can earn in any other business or 
profession, under favorable conditions 
The expenses attaching to the position 
are heavy, and we' do not suppose that 
any man can leave the premiership, no 
matter how long he may hold it, with 
more than a small amount of savings 
unless he .had some source of income 
apart from his salary. Other minister 
may be able to keep their business con- 
nections alive, so as to have .something 
to retarn to when the wheel of fortune 
goes against them. We know this to be 
the case with some of the members of 
the present federal cabinet. But a pre 
micr can hardly hope to do this. At 
any rate, Canadian premiers, as a rule, 
have not. Sir John Macdonald had 
private business, and would have been 
severely embarassed if his friends had 
not come to the rescue. Sir John Ihotnp 
son left a very small estate. Sir John 
Abbott died wealthy, hut he made his 
money before entering politics. Alexan- 
der Mackenzie was in very moderate cir 
cumstances. We do not suggest that a 
premier should be paid a salary that 
will enable him to save a fortune, but 
he ought to get enough to put him above 
financial worry when in office, and ena- 
ble him, if ho remains in power for i 
few years, to lay by a little without be- 
ing niggardly. Among other things, the 
Gazette says: 

As the years have gone by, and Can- 
ada has gro\i r n bigger, the expenses en- 
tailed by holding high oflice have great 
ly increased, and no one familiar with 
what is expected from the First Min- 
ister in the way of social entertainment 
believes that it is possible for him 
do more than mnke ends meet. The 
claims upon him increase year by year, 
and the salary does not grow with the 
increased expenditure. The expenses of 
living in Ottawa, and the scale of socia 
entertainments all over the country 
have greatly advanced since the Pre- 
mier's salary was fixed at $8,000, and 
there are few salaries attached to posi- 
tions approaching . it in importance 
which, are not at a very much higher 
figure. 

And the Toronto Globe adds: 
There is much truth in all this. The 
remuneration of the Prime Minster of 
the Dominion would be regarded 
scanty by the manager of a branch rail- 
way, a small bank, or any considerabl 
financial concern. He has not evei 
the security of tenure that such officers 
have. Public life is a fickle master, dnc 
a change in the wheel deprives a leadei 
in a moment of the revenue by which 
he lives. While in office he has n 
looted his own proper calling, and can- 
not at once return to it, even if his 
duties as leader of the opposition leav.. 
him sufficient time to labor for its res- 
toration. *v

When 
the item in the Colonist was read, the 
proprietor telephoned the facts to the 
police department, and the baggage and 
tents were sent back to the wharf, much 
to the delight of the owners, \vl\o had 
given up all idea of ever recovering 
them. 



Courtesies Acknowledged. — The man- 
agement of the Savoy theatre are in 
receipt of a communication from Mr. 
G. H. Saults, secretary of the Western 
Canada Press Association, transmitting 
the following resolution, which had been 
unanimously adopted at a recent meet- 
ing of the association: " That the 
ofllccrs and members of the Western 
Canada Press Association tender to the 
management of the Savoy theatre a 
hearty vote of thanks for the courtesies 
so generously extended to the associa- 
tion during its visit to Victoria." The 
vaudeville programme presented by the 
Savoy on the night of the editors' visit 
was one of the strongest and most 
irtistic that Victorians have ever en- 
joyed. A majority of the performers 
then appearing are still at the house. 



It is a question whether Hawaii 
British Columbia will enjoy the distinc 
tion of first introducing Marconi's sys- 
tem of wireless telegraphy into the 
evcry-day business life of America. In 
Honolulu experiments have been mad 
and steps taken toward the formation of 
a company to give inter-insular connec- 
tion. Here in British Columbia even 
more rapid advance is recorded, Mr. W 
A. Anderson, formerly a member of the 
Victoria police force, with A. B. Porter, 
also of Bennett, having perfected their 
plans sufficiently to give notice of their 
intention to apply for incorporation 
the approaching session of the local 
house. The company of which they 
are the promoters is to provide the 
facilities for wireless transmission of 
messages from Bennett to some point, on 
the O. P. R. main line, with possible 
branches or stations on Vancouver 
Island. The greater cheapness of the 
wireless system goes far toward com- 
mending it to such districts as the New 
North. 

Other notices of incorporation appear- 
ing in the current issue of the Gazette 
are those of the industrial power Co. of 
British Columbia with capital of $50,000 
and head olllces at Nelson; the Cana- 
dian Lardeau Gold Mining Co. of Brit- 
ish Columbia, capitalized at $150,000, 
and with headquarters at Rosslnnd; the 
British Columbia Mining & Exploration 
Corporation, Ltd., or this city, whose 
capital stock is placed at $150,000; the 
Midway Trading Co., Ltd., J?15,000; 
the Boundary Homcstake Mining Co., 
Ltd., of Greenwood, $1,000,000; and 
the Florida Mining Co., of Kaslo, $100,- 
000. Among the extra-provincial com- 
panies are: The Howe Group Mining 
Co., of Spokane, $100,000; and the Gem 
Silver-Lead Mining & Smelting Co., of 
Spokane, $75,000.

■Nanaimo, July 20- — X-o-duy the crack 
riflemen of British Columbia arc guests 
oC the Nanaimo Itilie Association on 
the Wakesiah range, the host in the 
province, at the twenty-sixth atnual 
prize competition of the British Colum- 
bia Rifle Association. There ia a fine 
•entry list, totalling 58 competitors, 
drawn as follows from the four cities 
interested in this military sport: Vic- 
toria, 24, including 3 from the Royal 
Marine Artillery.; Vancouver, 14; Na- 
naimo 10; and Westminster, 10. A 
few of the ©Jd reliables are absent, 
slightly reducing the representation of 
Westminster and Nanaimo, but Vancou- 
ver shows up stronger than ever in both 
■numbers and performances; while Vic- 
toria, with perhaps less than, the average 
number of .representatives, has put in 
some colts who have surprised them- 
selves as well as their fellow-riflemen. 

In connection with certain official 
criticisms which have lately interfered 
with the progress of the association, it 
inuy be stated that an examination of 
the entries shows how little justification 
for the persistent statement that the 
plan of operation upon which the asso- 
ciation is conducted confines its competi- 
tions to the older hands, without bring- 
ing out a fair proportion of new men. 
There are :this year 20 tyros, or close on 
fiO per cent, of the whole competitors. 
The military authorities have provided 
no range anywhere in the province 
where practice may be had at. & distance 
greater than GOO yards, and hence ns the 
association, on recommendation of Gen- 
eral Hutton, decided this year to 'have 
shooting -at 800 and >J00 yards, for which 
the civilian association has provided ac- 
commodation, it was necessary to spend 
all the first morning in practice at those 
long ranges. It was not, therefore, .un- 
til the afternoon that the first match 
commenced. Mr. S. M. Renins, patron 
of the Jocal association, bad accepted 
an invitation to be present and fire the 
first shot, but he being unexpectedly de- 
tained by business, advantage was taken 
of the presence of Mrs. Fittendrigh,

Kissing Bugs Have Banished 
the Mosquitoes to Utter 
Obscurity. 



The Latest Pest of Science Has 
{Made Its Debut in 
Victoria. 



Have you been bitten by the kissing bug? 
If not, can you claim as n personal friend 
of acquaintance someone who has? 

Otherwise you are not In the fashion, for 
the kissing bug Is lord o£ the situation from 
Manhattan Beach to the San Fruuclsco 
CHIT House— the poor, out-of-date mosquito 
sadly retiring to the top nhelf uf New Jersey 
to meditate- ou the sting of Ingratitude and 
sharpen up his other sting for a revival of 
business In his lino. 

A year ago no one except the scientists 
had ever heard of a kissing hug. No one 
had been bitten, or If they had, the poor 
scapegrace spider had had to hear the 
blame. 

Now every state from Maine to Oregon 
Is full of waiting victims, who fairly yearn 
to bo Introduced to this Hobson of the 
insect world— thereby getting their names 
and pictures In the papers. 

It would take an army of kissing bugs 
to accommodate all applicants for distinc- 
tion— and so the majority may just us well 
accept the Inevitable and go to the moun- 
tains or the seaside for the torrid term, 
there to practice with the old style kissing 
bug In the white flannels or a shirt waist. 

Of course, "kissing bug" Is not the correct 
designation for this newest pest of the 
gauzy-winged kingdom. Whenever you see 
a young lady with glasses, start and raise 
her hand quickly to her cherry Hps, with 
a remark that she has experienced nr. acute 
and painful sensation through the punctur- 
ing of the faclui cuticle by the melanolestes 
pleipes— you can rest assured that the 
osculatory crank of the half-winged world 
has been at work. 

Also that she Is a Boston girl and hns 
his title down as pat as though he waB In 
Burke or DeBrette-. 

Professor William H. Ashmead says that 
the melanolestes belongs to the species 
designated Hempitera, a Greek derivative 
..moaning, half-winged.. It. will be noticed 
on examination that the wings of the In- 
sects are half-membraneous and half- 
corlaceous. The Professor says: 

"The family Is a large one and goes under 
the general name of iteduvlidae. The mciu- 
bers feed either on the Juiecs or plants or 
on other Insects. Tuelr particular prey Is 
the caterpillar. I have seen an Insect of this 
rauiily insert Its beak Into the body of a 
caterpillar and veritably suck It dry. The 
rcduvlldae are found in all parts of the 
country Is far south os Central Mexico and 
as far north as New England. Both the 
sea coast and the mountains serve these 
Insects as dwelling places. In New Jersey 
two distinct species of the family are found 
—the plelpes abdomlnalls and the plclpes 
melanolestes. These are also found In New 
York and Pennsylvania. As a rule the 
melanolestes plclpes makes his home under 
the bark of rotten trees. The insect runs 
with great swiftness and is hard to catch 
on that account. It llles mostly at night. 

"In the larvae state these creatures re- 
semble somewhat the common bedbug. In 
fact, In the states of California and Texas 
and In all the southwestern country, where 
considerable annoyance and suffering are 
caused by Its depredations, it Is commonly 
known as the 'Great Big Bedbug.' In that 
section of the country these creatures are 
more numerous and more Uerce than those 
found In the Hast. A common cause of 
annoynnce Is the attacks which they make 
on chickens. I was once bitten by one of 
the melanolestes, and the swelling which 
followed proved quite painful. The Insect 
has n very poisonous secretion, which It 
injects through Its benk Into the body of 
Its victim. Moreover, while It dODs not as 
a rule prey upon the bodies of warm- 
blooded animals. It will suck their blood In 
case It comes Into contact with them. 

"I do not think that there Is any reason 
for people through the East generally to 
fear that the present reported epidemic 
will become much more serious. The prob- 
able cause of the prevalence of the melono- 
lestes this year Is the great abundance of 
Insect life to he found everywhere. Nature 
has provided this species to prey upon cater- 
pillars and other Insect pests, and with the 
disappearance of these the melanolestes will 
disappear also. Again, nature has provided 
millions of parasites which In turn feed 
upon this Insect and destroy Its eggs. 

"It would he entirely out of the question 
for mankind t» attempt to stop the present 
epidemic by artificial methods. If the Insect 
pes! Is going to Increase In still grenter 
numbers people will merely be obliged to 
stand its ravages and make the best of the 
situation. It Is peculiarly unfortunate that 
the melanolestes has chosen the night to 
follow Its mischievous work, as people are 
necessarily more at his mercy when sleep- 
ing than when nwnke." 

In upper. rsr.Oe the kissing bug Is not by 
5uy means an Adonis of the nlr. A greatly 
enlarged photogrnph shows him to possess 
four hairy logs set at the corners, so that 
when he walks abroad scenting his prey, he 
somewhat resembles an animated step- 
ladder, with n balcony. 

That Is the bend; and to further par- 
ticularize, the bead consists of a stinger 
pointing straight out and always ready 
for business, n pair of Immense moustaelos 
such as the Levy boys and Capt. Dan 
McLean used to glory In possessing, and 
eyes that stick out like a pair of opera 
glasses. 

The latter are the melanolestes' strong 
suit. They enable him to lead an active 
life both by day and by night, and he 
accordingly has his office hours usually 
between sunset and sunrise. The lips of 
sleeping beauty are, not unnntnrally, his 
•strongest temptation, and hence his popular 
n nine. 

Here In Victoria the kissing bug has 
mnde his appearance, according to reports, 
during the last week or ten days. One 
of bin victims Is a teamster named Mc- 
Kenzle, who while out picnicking last Sun- 
day indulged In the luxury of u noontide

the verdict with a fair majority over the 
back-number spider. 

A prominent railway man also formed the 
acquaintance of the new pest n few days 
ago— or some other active Insect producing 
similar results. "By tbtir works ye shall 
know them," Is nn admittedly safe rule, 
and the kissing bug therefore gets the 
blame. 

In this case the victim wore a moustache 
which In Its graceful outlines und luxuriance 
rivals that of Mr. Melnuolestes. The Hps 
were therefore protected, hut the jealous 
Insect took revenge upou a near-by section 
of succulent cheek. 

Whether or not his lance wns bent Is 
not stated; the cheek unquestionably suffer- 
ed with all the accompaniments of pain, 
swelling and hardness. Dr. E. 0. Hart 
was called upon to reduce the pain and in 
llammatlon, and the victim has now little 
more than his piece of decorative court 
plaster to remind him of his chance 
acquaintance with the owner of the step- 
ladder legs.

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KAMLOOPS. 
Erom the Inland Sentinel. 

A visit was paid to the Python group 
of claims by a representative of the In- 
land Sentinel on Sunday last, and what 
ho saw out there wns quite an ugreeable 
surprise, and speaks volumes for the 
rapid way in which things have beeu 
pushed by the general manager. An ex- 
cellent wagon road traversing the most 
beautiful part of Coal Hill has been 
built to the property, which is some. 1800 
feet above Knmloops. At no place ou 
the road is the grade too heavy for the 
hauling of heavy loads. Going down a 
shaft, which is about DO feet deep, and 
is now being straightened up to enable 
the putting in of timber for double com- 
partment shaft, we proceeded along the 
west drift, which has followed the vein 
some 05 feet, in the face of which some 
excellent ore, over a surface at least 
feet wide, can plainly be seen. The ore 
is considerably decomposed, and carries 
good values in copper and gold. The 
width of the vein is not yet fully deter- 
mined. At the foot of the shaft it is 9 
feet wide, and over 32 feet at the end 
of the drift, where the footwall has not 
yet beeu found. On coming to the sur- 
face, the outcroppings of the vein were 
traced some 3,500 feet, showing up 
strongly in nil cases. An open cross-cut, 
some 7o feet in length, hat. been made on 
the west of the vein, about 300 feet from 
the shaft, and from all appearances the 
vein is about 60 feet In width; in fact, 
such a large amount of ore can be soon 
that the veriest novi.ee cannot help but 
realize thai the owners have a very rich 
and valuable mine. 

The superintendent pointed out a 
tramway in course of erection, some 500 
feet in length, which will be completed 
by the end of this week. Hero two ore 
blinkers, of 50 tons capacity, will bo 
erected and completed this month. The 
rails and all necessary appliances are 
on the spot. Later on it is intended to 
extend the tramway to the north, possi- 
bly another 1,500 feet, in the neighbor- 
hood of the lake, where it is intended 
to build a concentrator. A car-load of 
ore will be shipped at the end of this 
month' either to the Trail or Nelson 
smelter. The best ore, of course, will be 
picked, and the lower grade, that will 
not pay to ship, will be held for concen- 
tration. There are several hundred tons 
of ore on the dump at the present time, 
and everything is being put in shape for 
the steady development of the mine. Ten 
men are steadily engnged on the prop- 
erty, and it is the intention of the own- 
ers to make regular monthly shipments 
of ore.

R. A. Kimpton, of Windermere, wns 
in Trail this week with the first ship- 
ment of ore from thnt district. Mr.

A Commendation Upon the 
Work of an Energetic 
Victoria Student. 


It may be of interest to the readers oC 
the Colonist to Unov. that Professor 
George H. Darwin of the University of 
Cambridge, eminent as the great author- 
it} ou tidnl phenomenon, in a recent 
work entitled "The Tides" refers to the 
very meagre data that exists respecting 
the tides of the North Pacific ocean. 
In this connection it may also be inter- 
esting to note that Professor Darwia 
devotes a chapter to the discussion of 
the theory advanced by Mr. Napier Deu- 
ison, of the Canadian meteorological see 
vice, who is at present stationed at Vic- 
toria, respecting the various vibrations 
of the sea and of lakes, and the relation 
thereto of the variations in the atmos- 
pheric pressure. The following extract 
from the book in question may, perhaps, 
assist in more clearly understanding this 
theory: 

"Mr. Denison's application of this the 
ory consists in supposing tha* ttio vi- 
brations of the sea and of lakes ati llio 
response of the water to variations in 
the atmospheric pressure. The sea, be- 
ing squeezed down by the greater pres- 
sure, should fall as the barometer .-ises, 
and conversely should rise us the barom- 
eter falls. He is eugaged i:i :i systemat- 
ic comparison of the simultiueous i-xcu 
sions of the water and of the haroraet 
on Lake Huron. Thus far, the evidence 
seems decidedly favorable to the the- 
ory. He concludes that when the water 
is least disturbed, so, also, is the barom- 
etric trace; and that when the undula- 
tions of the lake become large and r..p- 
id, the atmospheric waves recorded by 
the barometer have the same character. 
There is also a considerable degree of 
correspondence between the periods of 
the two oscillations. The smalletl un- 
dulations of the water correspond with 
the shorter air-waves, and are magni- 
fied as they run into narrower and shal- 
lower places, so as to make conspicu- 
ous 'vibrations.' 

"It is interesting to note that the vi- 
brations of the water have a tendency 
to appear before those in the barometer, 
so that they seem to give a warning of 
the approaching change of weather. It 
is thus not impossible that w here have 
the foreshadowing o" a new form of me- 
teorological instrument, which may be 
of service in the forecasting of tho 
weather." 

Such notice from n mail of Professor 
Darwin's high standing in the scientific 
world may be taken ns a very great 
compliment indeed, Mr. Dcnison has 
for years devoted his energies o the 
study of this branch of meteorological 
phenomena, with gro<it success; But it 
must be remembered that mo'.oercilogy 
is not a popular science, i ltd that one 
may labor persistently, and no matter 
how successfully, in the attempt to mas- 
ter its intricacies, without receiving the 
credit that is, as u general rule, so boun- 
tifully accorded to success' -rl workers 
in other departments -if tht field of sci- 
ence. It is to be hoped that Mr. Deni- 
son's endeavor to bring this science with- 
in the pale of practical uti'itf will me>-t 
with the rewiird that it merits. 

It may be mentioned here, with refer- 
ence to the foreshadowing if a new form 
of meteorological iustr lment in the pas- 
sage quoted above, that Mr. D«nis-ni 
has already invented nn apparatus 
whereby an accurate record of the vibra- 
tions of the sea and of lakes, together 
with a barometric trace, may bo ob- 
tained. Two of these instruments are 
in successful operation — one on Lake 
Ontario, and one in Victoria,

Black Plague. 



Precautions Adopted by Trans- 
pacific Steamship 
Companies. 



Dr. Watt's Views of the Matter. 
Quarantine Improve- 
ments. 



There is a probability that for a time 
all the trans-Pacific liners excepting the 
Empresses will cease currying coolies. 
The recent quarantining of so many 
ships with plague aboard, and the con- 
sequent heavy expenses which the own- 
ing companies are put to, has served to 
put others on the alert. The Empresses 
are different to all other Asiatic liners 
inasmuch as on the voyage from Hong- 
kong they can with their superior power 
gain four days, allowing one for that 
which they at present cut off their 
schedule. Thus they could make up in 
speed for any detention at quarantine. 

Both on the C. P. It. and N. P. It. 
liners, too, special precaution is being 
taken to prevent the introduction of 
plague into .Canada. Each Chinaman 
or Jap, as he comes aboard at Hong- 
kong or Yokohama, is subjected to a 
most rigid examination. The ships' sur- 
geons have secured the assistance of 
two other professional men in the work 
at Hongkong, and obtain the tempera- 
ture of each steerage passenger. 

If this is not up to a certain standard 
the passenger is rejected; and so strictly 
is this law enforced that there is prob- 
ably not a vessel leaving Hongkong that 
has not refused a score or more of these 
passengers. 

To illustrate how watchful the sur- 
geons are aboard each of the Empresses, 
it might be stated that on the China 
three weeks ago a coclie was put ashore 
at oue of the ports up from Hongkong, 
who developed a case of plague some 
time afterwards and died. 

Dr. A. T. Watt, the resident Domin- 
ion health officer at William Head, 
when asked yesterday what special pre- 
cautions were being taken by him to 
guard against the introduction of con- 
tagions disease, said he is doing all that 
lies within his power. The treatment 
of the ships at quarantine now is not 
materially different from that which 
they heretofore received, but more care — 
if such were possible— is being taken. 

But, he said, the best he or any one 
else could do, as instanced in some of the 
big quarantine ports of the world, was 
not proof positive against plague im- 
portation. 

He regretted, too, that there was not 
an efficient board of health in the city, 
which could work to advantage in an 
emergency. 

The quarantine station, he stated, is 
now more perfectly equipped than ever 
before. It lias an apparatus which 
thoroughly disinfects the whole ship 
with a powerful gas— a poison more 
deadly to the germ than the sulphur 
fumes, which until its introduction a 
short time ago, were always employed 
in the quarantine precautions. 

Dr. Watt is firmly of the impression 
that more good can be done in prevent- 
ing the spread of disease on the Japan 
const than on this side of the Pacific. 
With black plague, symptoms develop 
very rapidly, and can be detected by 
the time a vessel reaches Japan from 
Hongkong. He has been advocating 
the thorough fumigation of steamers at 
Japan for some time, and hopes to see 
this plan adopted before long. 

At Hongkong the health authorities 
are very vigilant, and it is not from there 
that the greatest danger lies, but rather 
from the Chinese from the interior 
parts of China. At Hongkong just 
prior to the present epidemic, the whole 
part of the town in which the plague 
had been found was wiped out, and the 
authorities were hoping that they had 
effectually stamped out the disease, 
when it broke out anew in district No. 
9. 

The disease, however, is again well in 
cheek there, but as for other ports, Dr. 
Watt fears the plague is even worse 
than has been represented. The pres- 
ent season, he says, has been an excep- 
tionally dry one in China, and though 
the worst month for plague passed in 
May. there is still cause for anxiety in 
the prospects of short rice crop and 
famine. 



CANADA PROSPERING. 

London Comment on the Address of 
General Manager Clouston. 

" There is hardly n branch of trade 
that is not prospering." So Mr. Clous- 
ton told his hearers at the annual meet- 
ing of the Bank of Montreal. As we 
said last week, his encouraging report 
on the commercial situation -based as 
that report is upon exceptional know- 
ledge of the course of events in trading 
and financial circles — needs little cor- 
roboration. But no one can fail to 
note how each week brings similar tes- 
timony in singular abundance- from 
every centre of the Dominion. Thus 
Ottawa this week supplies official figures 
which bear witaess to the continuous 
growth in the volume of Canadian trade. 
The revenue returns for May, for exam- 
ple, show a substantial increase, bring- 
ing the total increase to over $5,000,000 
for the eleventh months of the financial 
year ending on the 30th instant, ftp com- 
pared with the corresponding period of 
1897-98. And the fact that by far the 
greatest part of this growth is found in 
the customs and inland collections is sig- 
nificant of the buoyancy and vitality in 
every department of trade to which Mr. 
Clouston referred. 

No less satisfactory is the news from 
the Northwest. Manitoba's first crop 
bulletin for the year has two particu- 
larly encouraging features. One is the 
much larger area under cultivation, the 
increase of some 230,000 acres in the 
aggregate — following, be it remembered, 
upon tin equally notable increase in 
1898 as compared with 1807. Nothing 
could better demonstrate that the farmer 
has done well on the prairie during the 
past two years; and nothing could be 
of better augury as regards the imme- 
diate future if the promise of good crops 
this year which the bulletin holds out, 
despite late seeding, should happily lie 
fulfilled. Prosperous farmers in the 
Northwest mean, and always must 
mean, busy traders in Winnipeg and 
every commercial centre, and busy mer- 
chants and manufacturers in the East- 
ern provinces. Add to these considera- 
tions the circumstance that the new 
market which the mining developments 
in British Columbia hnve provided for 



the settlers in Alberta is steadily grow- 
ing in extent and importance, and ample 
warrant is apparent for the confidence 
with which business men and agricul- 
turists alike regard the present outlook 
in the West.— Eondon (Eng.) Canadian 
Gazette. 

FARMER AND SPORTSMAN. 

From Forest: and Strenm. 

"There Is an Inseparable relation between 
the sportsman and the farmer that may be 
strained or strengthened according to •Its 
abuse or respect. I look upon the farmer as 
the sportBinnn's best and Indispensable 
friend, for It Is he who furnishes the land 
and through whose courtesy the sportsman 
Is permitted to hunt upon It. V have al- 
ways found the farmer willing to meet a 
gentleman more tliuii half way. Itowtlles 
he will not tolerate. Nearly nil farmers 
like to hunt, and they possess a keen sense 
of Its enjoyment, although they may to 
some extent be lacking in appreciation of 
some of Its minor details that go to make 
the city man's outing enjoyable, because 
an cvery-dny association with Ids surround- 
ings makes them less noticeable to him than 
to his city brother, who comes In contact 
with them only when enjoying the farmer's 
hospitality. Just so Is the case wt.ih the 
city man who sees much less at home than 
does his country friend when visiting the 
city. My friends from the city often point 
out things to me that I have noven seen 
before, and which are equally interesting 
to me when 1 have found them. Most far- 
mers are naturalists in a general way If 
not scientific. The seasons of vegetation 
are of necessity well learned by them and 
the habits of common animals and game 
are generally well understood. From boy- 
hood they have associated with these thing, 
so that they are us able to Judge of what 
Is goood for one and another as average 
humanity. And contact with the rapidly 
lucres slug nrmv of sportsmen adds greatly 
to their knowledge of human nature.' 

"When you spoke of the farmer meeting 
the sportsman hnlf way, 1 was reminded of 
an Incident In my own experience.' said 
the neighbor. "Adjoining the farm of my 
host was one belonging to a man who was 
considered la the community as a bnrd man 
to deal with, In that he was severely strict 
in his business transactions with bis neigh- 
bor's, even to the minutest detail, yet oblig- 
ing and charitable when occasion required. 
Ills farm was posted, and I was warned ag- 
ainst encroaching upon It. One morning 
while covering a field on my friend's land 
a bevy of quail went over Into the forbid- 
den territory. I marked them down In a 
small brier patch whore the shooting would 
be easy, and nfter studying a while I de- 
termined to tnke chances and go over. My 
dogs pointed and I got a brace of birds. 
Then I heard a shout and saw a iiiiin com- 
ing toward me. Resolved to fnce the sit- 
uation like a man. I went 10 meet him, Ills 
face was stern, but thert was no sign of 
linger, and I considered that a point In my 

" 'Didn't you see that notice?' he said. 
'Yes, sir, I'dld. but tlicse birds flew over 
here and I couldn't reslsc the temptation 
to follow them,* I replied; but if you Insist 
upon my going out I will do so. but I would 
like to have another chance at them.' 

" 'I hnve kept even mj neighbors from 
shooting hero nnd you couldn't expect me 
to break the rule In favor of a stranger,' be 
snld. 

" 'No sir I don't ask you to and I am 
sorrv I intruded.' 

"He scanned me closely without r. word 
as I started for the line fence, but had not 
gone far when be cnlled: 'Say!' As I 
stopped he came up and continued. 'Ain't 
you the man that visits Splker?' I Bold I 
wns 'I thought so,' he said. 'I've seen these 
dogs over there nnd I have heard of you. 
Spiker is a good neighbor and I don't want 
to offend lilm or ids guest. You can shoot 
here, but don't shoot near the house; my 
(laughter Is sick and nervous.' 

"I thanked him niul sent the dogs nfter 
the scattered bevy. ITe followed me around 
and seemed uellebtetl with watching the 
dogs work, and when I made a double shot 
he was captivated. After I bad killed half 
a dozen of the birds I engaged with him In 
conversation complimented him In the ord 
conversation, complimented him on the 
order In which his place wns kept, and 
finally offered him the birds I had shot, of 
which he would accept only a couple for 
his daughter, and as I left he gave me a 
cordial Invitation to hunt there again."

A BY-LAW. 

To Provide for the Erection of a Steel or 
Steel aud Stone Structure Free of Cost 
to the Corporation in Place of the 
I'resent James Hay bridge, and for the 
Reclamation of James Bay Flats. 

Whereas It Is expedient and necessary 
that the bridge at present crossing that 
portion of Victoria Harbor known as Jnines 
Bay be replaced with a substantial steel or 
steel mid stone structure; 

And whoreus it is niso expedient and 
necessary, In the interests of the citizens 
and for the preservation of the public 
health, that the land partly covered by 
Water, and known as the James Buy Uats, 
be reclaimed ; 

And whereas for the purposes hereinafter 
mentioned It is necessary that the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria should acquire 
and for that purpose should expropriate the 
whole of the land and buildings situate on 
the south side of Humboldt street, and 
extending from the east side of James Hay 
bridge up to hut exclusive of the Reformed 
Episcopal church; 

And whereas It has been ascertained, and 
now appears, that the Municipal Council, 
by the granting of a lease for tlfty years 
Upon the terms hereinafter set forth of the 
said James Buy Hats, and of the lands and 
premises hereinafter secondly described, can 
secure the erection of the suld new bridge 
across James Hay, aforesaid, and the effec- 
tual reclamation of the snld James Bay 
flats without cost to the Corporation; 

And whereas such an arrangement would 
be beneficial to the Corporation; 

Therefore the Municipal Council of the 
Corporation of the City of Vlctorln enacts 
us follows: 

See. 1. The Mayor and Clerk of the C< 
porallon are hereby authorized to enter 
Into un agreement with any person or per 
sons, body or bodies corporate, who may 
be lu a position and willing to carry out 
their terms thereof for granting a lease of, 
firstly, all that tract or parcel of hind partly 
covered by water, situate within the limits 
of the Corporation, called or commonly 
known us the James Hay flats, up to the 
northerly line of Belleville street; nud, 
secondly, all the land and buildings situate, 
lying and being on the south side of Hum- 
boldt street and extending from the said 
■lames Buy bridge to, but not Including, the 
Reformed Episcopal church, and known ns 
city lots 171, 215, 214, 213, 212, 211, 210, 200, 
22S. 207, 20ti and 205, in block 25, nnd lot 
1027, block HI of Christ Church trust, and 
more particularly shown on the official mnp 
of the said city, for any period which the 
Corporation may at the time of entering 
Into such agreement by law be enabled to 
grant, not exceeding, however, the space 
of fifty years, upon the terms and condi- 
tions ami for the considerations following — 
that 19 to say: 

(1.) The lessee or lessees slinll within one 
month after the execution of the snld lease 
commence and diligently continue to fill In, 
with sultnble material, to a height four feet 
above high water mark the whole of the 
land now known ns James Buy flats, nnd 
Hereinbefore firstly described: 

(2.) The lessee or lessees shall forthwith, 
on the execution of the snld lease, pny to 
the Corporation the whole of the costs to 
which the Corporation shall be put for pur- 
chase monies and expenses consequent upon 
nnd for the purchase and expropriation uf 
ihe hind hereinbefore secondly described: 

(3.) The lessee or lessees shall forthwith, 
on the execution of the snld lease proceed 
to nnd shall with proper diligence prosecute 
the work of pulling down nnd removing the 
present James Buy bridge, nnd Bhnll build 
on the site on which the present bridge 
stands a handsome steel bridge of the full 
width of Government street on solid but- 
tresses of masonry or steel cylinders, filled 
with concrete, fitted with lumps for light- 
ing the said bridge by electricity, bucIi 
bridge to be In accordance with plans and 
speclilcatlons to be approved of by the 
chief nnd permanent engineer for the time 
being of the Corporation before the execu- 
tion of the said lease, and such plnns nnd 
speclflcntlor.s shnll be embodied In and form 
pnrt of the said lease: 

(4.) The lessee or lessees shall pay dur- 
ing the term of fifty years, for which the 
Rnld lense shall be granted, an annual 
pepper-corn rent, and the lease shnll con- 
tinue ns n term thereof the exemption of 
the whole of the property Included In such 
lease from the payment of all Municipal 
taxes, except licenses, during the contlnu- 
nnce of the term thereby created: 

<r>.) The lessee or lessees shnll he entitled 
to use and occupy the said hind and prem- 
ises for tlit? purpose of n recreation ground 
nnd exhibition, nnd shall bo entitled to 
charge such prices ns they mny deem fit 
for the admission of persons thereto. They 
may erect such buildings or erections on 
the said land as may he necessary or de- 
sirable for the purposes ot the recreation 
ground and exhibition, but they shall not 
be permitted during the snld term to erect 
dwelling houses thereon, or stores, or shops, 
or other buildings for commercial purposes, 
except for such dwelling houses or busi- 
nesses as shall be necessary for the pur- 
poses of nud In connection with the said 
recreation ground or exhibition. The lessee 
or lessees shall he permitted, however, to 
erect, alongside nnd fronting on the east 
side of the new bridge to be erected by 
them, ornamental kiosks, the number and 
design whereof shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of the Municipal Council, nnd the 
same shall be built on steel or metal pil- 
lars, to be In accordance with plans and 
Specifications to lie approved of by the said 
engineer of the Corporation, nnd the lessee 
or lessees shall be at liberty to carry on or 
permit to be carried on in such kiosks any 
trade or business which they may think 
lit. and which shall not be a nuisance or 
Harmful to the neighborhood or the proper 
user of the snld bridge, and the same shall 
be Included la the said lease and be entitled 
to the same privileges as the remainder of 
the hind Included therein: 

(1.) The lessee or lessees shall during the 
term created by the said lense keep the 
said pleasure ground In good, order and 
condition, nnii surround the same with 
an ornamental open fence of Iron, and the 
same shall, nl the expiration or sooner 
determination of the said lease, with the 
buildings anil other structures thereon, bo 
handed over to the Corporation lu good 
order and condition, reasonable wear and 
tear only excepted: 

(7.) As" soon as the new bridge shall be 
completed and handed over to the Corpora- 
tion, the same shnll be maintained a. id kept 
In good repair and condition and well light- 
ed by the Corporation, who shall there- 
upon become the owners of the same with- 
out any payment or liability to the lessee 
or lessees or any person claiming under him 
or them for the construction thereof: 

|K.) The lessee or lessees shall enter Into 
a covenant to keep open the said pleasure 
ground, and keep the snld ground and build- 
ings In good repair and condition during the 
term of the snld lease, and that In the 
event of ihe snld pleasure ground being 
closed for a period of eighteen months, or 
In ease of the broach by the lessee or 
lessees of any of the eovennnts contained 
in the snld lense, the Corporation shall, 
without any compensation to the lessee or 
lessees in respect thereof, be empowered to 
reenter upon the said premises nud re- 
possess and enjoy the same, nnd the said 
lease shall thereupon he at an end. 

Sec. 2. This by-law Is made subject to 
the necessary powers being grunted by the 
Legislature of the Province of British 
Columbia by an net of the said Legislature 
authorizing aud empowering the Corporation 
to enter Into and execute the snld lease. 

Sec. 3. This by law shnll before the final 
passing thereof receive the nssent of the 
electors of the Municipality in manner pre- 
scribed by the "Municipal Clnuses Act," 
and amending acts.
